The  Creative  Economy  at  UMass  Lowell:  Research  &  Action 


Three  UMass  Lowell  faculty  members  will  see  their  projects 
come  to  life  with  the  help  of  Creative  Economy  grants  from 
the  UMass  President’s  Office.  UMass  established  its  Creative 
Economy  Initiatives  Fund  in  2007  to  support  projects  in  the 
arts,  humanities  and  social  sciences  that  benefit  regional 
economies,  empower  communities  and  improve  quality  of 
life.  This  year,  the  fund  provided  more  than  $135,000  across 
four  campuses. 

The  Governor’s  Creative  Economy  Council  of  Massachusetts 
defines  the  creative  industries  to  include  without  limitation 
the  many  interlocking  industry  sectors  that  center  on  provid¬ 
ing  creative  services  such  as  advertising  and  architecture  or 
creating  and  promoting  intellectual  property  products  such  as 
arts,  film,  computer  games,  multimedia  or  design. 

Walden  Climate  Change  Collaborative:  Assoc. 

Prof.  Susan  Gallagher,  political  science,  and  team,

Drawing  from  Henry  David  Thoreau’s  writings  on  environ¬ 
mental  history,  politics  and  philosophy,  the  Collaborative 
will  create  a  freely  accessible  digital  platform  that  will  provide 
location-based  web  pages  on  climate  change  that  celebrate 
Massachusetts’  natural  beauty  and  its  central  place  in  environ¬ 
mental  thought.  Participants  include  Gallagher;  Assoc.  Prof. 
Charlotte  Ryan,  sociology  and  Joseph  Fisher,  librarian. 

Cool  Science  Learning  Campaign:  Prof.  David  Lustick, 
education,  ($32,500) 

The  Cool  Science  Learning  Campaign  will  use  an  out-of-home 
multimedia  platform  to  create  a  learning  opportunity  for  the 
communities  along  two  bus  lines  within  the  Lowell  Regional 
Transit  Authority  (LRTA).  Anastas  Advertising  and  the  LRTA 
are  donating  over  $13,000  in  transit  advertising  space  and 
discounts  for  this  project.  The  aim  is  to  engage  K-16  students 
with  climate  change  science  and  solicit  their  artwork  for  a 
public  education  science  campaign  on  bus  routes  within 
the  LRTA. 

Reinventing  the  City:  Assessing  Economic  and 
Cultural  Development  Strategies  in  Lowell:

To  stem  the  loss  of  jobs  and  retain  a  vibrant  urban  life,  cities 
such  as  Lowell  have  sought  to  replace  older  forms  of  indus¬ 
trial  production  and  to  take  on  new  identities.  This  project 
will  document  how  policies  to  promote  the  arts  and  culture 
were  developed  in  Lowell,  what  institutions  and  actors  played 
key  roles  in  the  adoption  of  this  strategy  and  how  the  critical 
initiatives  played  out.
